Prices in February

Office Discloses Plins, 


Asking Authority to 


Continue Subsidy

Washington, Jan. 19 UP) — The 


iricc of sugar is going up slightly 
next month. But the increase of 
about seven-tenths of a cent a 
pound—coupled with a possible 
minor rise in meat prices and per- 
haps a six-cent boost for butter— 
may end the upward swing In food 
costs for many months to come. 


Tt-e sugar hike, to become ef- 


fective about February 2, will per- 
mit the government to keep its 
promise of higher prices for this 
gear's crop. 


Acting Secretory of Agriculture 


J. D. Hutson disclosed plans for 
the price rise in a letter to Con- 
gress asking for authority to con- 
tinue some sugar subsidy payments 
begun during the war. 


Food officials already have Indi- 


cated that it may be necessary to 
grant packing concerns slight in- 
creases to enable them to meet 
workers'demands for higher wages. 
And Secretary of Agriculture An- 
derson is urging a six-cent-pound 
increase in butter to encourage 
greater production. 


President Truman, however, is 


expected to flsk Congress to con- 
tinue for another year the federal 
food subsidies inaugurated early 
in the war. If Congress goes along, 
this should stabilize food costs and 
prevent further rises. 


The subsidy program has been 


costing the government about 51,- 
798,000,000 a year. 


Here is the background of sugar: 
Because of the acute world wide 


shortage, Anderson last fall of- 
fered producers in this country, 
Puerto Rico and Hawaii somewhat 
higher prices for their 1946 crop 
in an effort to encourage greater 
production. Similar increases also 
were offered Cuban producers. 


A half-a-cent pound boost in re- 


finery prices—or 7/100 of a cent 
at the retail level—will cover this 
extra price offer to producers.

REWARDS FOR GENERALS 


Field Marshal Montgomery and Genera1 


Alexander have been made .viscounts, ant 
other generals not so noted have receiver: 
honors in proportion. Presumably a money 
grant accompanies, to enable the new peers 
to keep up their position. Thus do the Brit- 
ish honor successful generals. Curiously 
enough, though Montgomery and Alexander 
were more skilful than Haig, who led the 
British forces in World War I, Haig was 
rewarded with the higher title of Earl. 


Victorious American generals must, as this 


country has no titles of nobility, be content 
with having their war rank continue for life. 
This was the reward of Grant, and of Per- 
shing and March in the last war. Undoubted- 
ly it will be the case in this. 


Had George Washington set the precedent, 


money gifts to successful generals might 
have become customary. In 1785, two years 
after Washington ceased to be commander- 
in-chief and four years before he became 
president, he was in straitened financial cir- 
cumstances. The Virginia Assembly accord- 
ingly voted him cana.l stock worth S20,000. 
In declining the gift, Washington wrote: 


"How would this mailer be viewed by the 


eye of the world, and what would be its 
opinion, when it comes to lie related that 
George Washington accepted $20,000? How- 
ever customarily Ihesc gifts are made in 
other countries, if I accepted this, should I 
not henceforth foe considered a dependent?"
